They arrive on their bikes, walking in 


groups or in cars chauffeured by Mom or 
Dad; they are short and tall and In vari- 
ous stages of maturity; they are shy and 
nervous or they are loose, part of a no- 
sweat world where things come easy. 


They were born 14 years ago In 1959 


and today, as they start high school as 
freshmen, they become part of the class 
of 77 — the newest generation of adoles- 
cents to go to school and walk into young 
adulthood. 


Today Is the first day for them as 


some 27,000 high school students go back 
to school throughout the Northwest sub- 
urbs. And If you are a freshman, it Is the 
same for you today as It always has been 
for every freshman who ever got lost or 
confused that first day. 


High school is an Imposing and fright- 


ening place. You can see it in a fresh- 
man's eyes. 


ON ORIENTATION day when the class 


of '77 comes together for the first time to 
meet their principal and classmates, the 
kids go through the rituals of learning 
the facts of high school life. 


Last week, Elk Grove High School 


gave its class of '77 a chance to take a 
look at the school during freshman ori- 
entation. The purpose was to ease the 
transition into high school, but it was 
also a chance for an observer to watch 
the unique combination of excitement 
and anxiety that belongs to a newcomer 
to secondary education. 


As a small crowd gathered before the 


program started, boys gathered around a 
map of the school and girls hovered in a 
corner, shyly eyeing the senior boys who 
had come to represent student council. 


The group became progressively lou- 


der with girls shouting and jumping up 
and down in their excitement. After a 
pause to hear speeches from principals 
and other dignitaries, the group broke up 
to tour their new school. 


DO YOU REMEMBER how big a high 


school looks to a freshman? Do you re- 
member the endless corridors, the con- 
fusing room numbers, the crowds of un- 
familiar faces, the panic inside you when 
the size of the place struck you? It's still 
the same. Five girls stood helplessly in 
front of room 106 and told passers-by 
they were convinced there was no room 
102, no matter what the schedule said. 


The few parents on hand seemed more 


worried than the students about some de- 
tails. "Do you know where your locker 
is?" a mother asked her son. "I think it's 
orange," the boy said and gestured to- 


ward rows and rows of orange lockers. 


The few seniors present shook their 


heads at the freshmen. 


"I can't believe I was ever like this," 


one said as four younger boys dashed 
past, playing tag. 


FOR MOST OF the freshmen, though, 


the loud talk and laughter covered a feel- 
ing that If this was the beginning of 
something, it was also an end. Over in 
one corner a blonde girl stood with her 
friends, looking quiet and thoughtful. 


Earlier the girl bad arrived, clutching 


her class schedule and accompanied by 
her father. The father had quickly noted 
that few parents were present and turned 
to his daughter. "Do you want me to 
leave, honey?" he said. "I think you'd be 
more comfortable If I left." 


The girl hesitated, her face showing

Mobile home tax brings out wrath 
of Whippletree trailer residents

Residents of Whippletree Village, a 


mobile home park in northern Wheeling, 
are unhappy with the new state tax law 
on mobile homes and are hoping for 
strong opposition. 


The new law provides that mobile 


home owners mus* pay a privilege tax of 
13 cents per square foot each year. The 
tax is designed to approximate the pro- 
portion of real estate taxes paid by 
homeowners. 


Since mobile homeowners do not pay 


real estate taxes, school district officials 
have charged that trailer parks place a 
burden on the schools by producing 
many children and Uttle revenue. 


However, Whippletree residents Inter- 


viewed last Friday said the new tux 
would not equalize taxes, but would 
double them for mobile home owners. 


"I THINK WE'RE paying twice," said 


Margaret Casey, 144 Chariot Rd. She 
said she already paid a large sales tax 
on her mobile home, and noted that the 
owners of Whippletree pay taxes on the 


trailer park land. 


Leonard L. Gruhlke, 232 Whippletree 


Rd. agreed that the tax, was unfair. 
"How can you tax mobile homes," he 
said. "I don't think it's right. We paid 
enough sales tax when we bought. And 
we're paying rent on the plot. That's 
something else you've got to consider." 


According to Frank Molley, 240 Coach 


Rd. $36 of his $90 monthly payment goes' 
for taxes. "Do you pay $36 a month 
apartment tax?" he said. ."What's right 
is right. People who are retired, where 


Single-track bicycle program proposed 


The Wheeling Youth Commission is 


working with various village bodies to 
develop a single bicycle program. 


Commission member Dave Phillips 


said there arc currently several agencies 
Involved with bicycle safety and recrea- 
tion programs. "I think everybody is 
doing different things," he said. "If ev- 
erybody can more or less work together, 
I think we'll bo a lot more effective that 
way." 


|H tnn* while there are many 


different types of bicycle programs, the 
most Important need In the community Is 
awareness of bicycle safety. "We feel 
there Is a definite need for an Increased 
awareness that there are a lot of bicycles 
being stolen, there are a lot of kids that 
are riding Improperly, and often some 
accidents In Wheeling," he said. 


THE YOUTH commission has co- 


ntacted the village board, the Dlst. 21 
school board and the police department 
to discuss coordination of bicycle pro- 
grams. Some suggestions for bicycle pro- 
grams include a ticketing program for 


bike riding traffic offenses and a more 
lively safety program in the schools. 


The Wheeling police are currently in- 


vestigating the possibility of initiating 
such a ticketing program. Some com- 
munities, like Buffalo Grove, have 
started ticketing bike riders for such 
offenses as falling to obey traffic signals. 


IN SOME TOWNS, the ticketing of bike 


riders 
slmercly a method of warning 


cyclists of the dangers of improper rid- 
ing. In other towns, cyclists receiving 
tickets are brought before an informal 
court for a lecture on bicycle safety. 


The youth commission is also advo- 


cating the creation of bicycle paths 
throughout the village to provide safe 
routes for cyclists. Phillips noted that the 
Wheeling Park District is working with 
other communities to develop an In- 
terconnecting system of bicycle paths 
through federal and state grants. 


Meanwhile, the youth commission has 


suggested that the village might begin 
setting up special bicycle routes on exist- 
ing streets. Phillips is working with vil- 
lage officials to prepare such a route. He 


added that there is a definite need to find 
a safe way to cross the Soo Line Rail- 
road tracks. 


Village Trustee Ron Bruhn also noted 


the problem of crossing the railroad 
tracks after taking a bike ride through 
town to investigate the bicycle paths. 
"You find there aren't too many safe 
routes through Wheeling," be said. 


BRUHN SUGGESTED the village 


might look Into restoring the old railroad 
crossing on Wheeling Road. He also said 
the village could begin installing ramp 
type sidewalks to facilitate bike riding. 
In places where curbs are already in- 
stalled, Bruhn said the village could 
merely put asphalt to provide a slope. 


According to Phillips, there is a great 


deal of planning needed for the bicycle 
paths. He said most of the current work 
will probably not have an Immediate ef- 
fect. 


'"It would probably be next spring, if 


at all," he said. "There would have to be 
a lot of planning and a lot of devel- 
opment." 


are they going to get the money to pay 
these clowns?" 


Molley said the new tax would be a 


considerable burden on him financially, 
saying he bought a mobile home because 
he could not afford an apartment. 


WHILE SOME residents said they 


would band together to fight the new tax, 
others were resigned to the matter. "I 
don't think it's going to make any differ- 
ence how we feel," said one resident. "I 
think we're going to have to pay it any- 
way." 


When asked if the size of the mobile 


home was a fair method of taxing, the 
resident said he felt it was as >u!r PS any 
type of tax on trailers. Somebody that 
has a larger trailer should pay a little 
more, he said. 


Stanley Gmiderek, 8 Whippletree Rd., 


said he thought the idea of equalizing 
taxes was unfounded. "They're squawk- 
ing that the people living here with chil- 
dren aren't paying taxes," he said. 
"Well, I have no children." 


Gmiderek said he sold his home be- 


cause he wanted to get away from soar- 
ing taxes. He said the mobile home pro- 
vided him with a comfortable way to live 
on his retirement income. "And here it is 
booming In on us," he said. 


SEVERAL WHIPPLETREE residents 


said they hoped the mobile homo in- 
dustry would exert substantial pressure 
to get rid of the new tax. Others sug- 
gested using the new tax to replace the 
current sales tax on mobile homes. 


Gruhlke said a more equitable way of 


raising revenue from mobile homes 
might be to institute a licensing system. 
He said this system is used in Florida 
where each trailer must exhibit a special 
tag purchased from the government. 


With trailers at Whippletree ranging 


up to 1,700 square feet, owners of the 
larger mobile homes could pay as much 
as $255 a year under the new tax law. 
With about 460 sites in the Whippletree 
park, tax money generated by the new 
law could be as much as $100,000.

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Jack Gilligan, a fighter for his own special turf

Jack Gilligan doesn't look like a fight- 


er. 


A short, mild-mannered man, he seems 


out of place in the council rooms of 
Mount Prospect, Arlington Heights and 
Wheeling. Yet he has been a major force 
in the fight for Prospect Heights' in- 
corporation. 


The 42-year-old father of five moved to 


Prospect Heights nine years ago from 
Sunnyvale, Calif., a "typical bay region 
area of high density homes." 


"The first time I saw Prospect 


Heights, I thought it was beautiful, really 
just beautiful," Gilligan said. 


Impressed with the "open space and 


the way people kept up their houses," 
Gilligan eventually found a house at 36 
Lynnbrook Dr. Since that time, he has 
fought to maintain the country atmos- 
phere that attracted him to the commu- 
nity. 


Gilligan, • chemical engineer, had his 


first involvement with Prospect Heights 
affairs in 1967, following a "major 
flood." 


"I got mad and decided to do some- 
' thing — I volunteered to do what I 
could," he said. "We organized the 
McDonald Creek Improvement Com- 
mittee and I've been working on It ever 
since." 


THROUGH HIS work with flood prob- 


lems, Gilligan gradually came to the con- 
clusion there "is no good way to solve 
our problems without a municipality." 


"The incorporation movement started 


as a way to solve our flooding problem. 
As I worked, I started to look at the total 
aspect of municipalities putting the 
crunch on unincorporated areas," he 
said. 


Gilligan credits the Prospect Heights 


Improvement Association (PHIA), of 
which he is now president, with making 
him aware of the problems of unincorpo- 
rated anas. 


"The basic idea of incorporation is that 


we don't want to have our open space 
ruined by people trampling it down," be 
said. "I'm not trying to be an alarmist, 
but you can look at Chicago and see 
what they've done to themselves. We 
don't want that to happen out here." 


Gilligan frequently attends meetings of 


the boards and commissions of neighbor- 
ing villages, especially when Prospect 
Heights residents may be affected. 


"There are always zoning problems — 


at least one every three months. We're 
winning on most of them," he said. "We 
can't lose things too often or people will 
just walk all over us." 


ONE OBSERVER who watched Gilli- 


gan in action at a recent Wheeling plan 
commission meeting notes that "be real- 
ly does his homework." 


"He looks like a meek guy who just 


popped in— he's not what you'd call a 
strong figure," the woman said. "When 
he gets up to speak, though, you can 
really tell he Jmows what he's talking 
about." 


Noting that Gilligan was "not terribly 


comfortable" in his public appearance, 
she added that he would "probably pre- 
fer to let them know quietly, if be 
could." 


Gilligan Is apparently a great believer 


in citizens' power. 


"Corruption isn't going to happen if 


people an informed and alert," he said. 


"When people do something that affects 
me badly, I'll fight." 


Gilligan is also an advocate of "keep- 


ing attuned to what the people want." 


"I think the good politician la the guy 


who understands the people he repre- 
sents. The guy who remains aloof is not 
a good representative or leader," he. 
said. "We've (PHIA) had a great deal of 
influence because the people are behind 
us. When we go down to Springfield, the 
representatives listen to us." 


While Prospect Heights residents have 


provided the basis of support for the in- 
corporation movement, Gilligan has been' 
the driving force. Mount Prospect village 
resident Marie Caylor, active in many 
village functions, said he's "done more 
for the striving for incorporation than 
anybody." 


"He's very dedicated to the job of get- 


ting Prospect Heights incorporated. I'm 
sure the community would have dropped 
incorporation a long time ago, if it hadn't 
been for Jack," she said. 


Gilligan seems to have little patience 


for "fence sitters" on the incorporation 
question. 


"It's hard for people to undertand what 


is going on. All they have to do is open 
their eyes," he said, "You can't really 
qualify the effect of a development like 
Old Orchard will have on the commu- 
nity." 


"PEOPLE SAY we've got to sell in- 


corporation on the basis of it being eco- 
nomically feasible. I agree," he added. 
"But many intangible things are in- 
volved that you can't assign a cost to 
in terms of money." 


Although his name crops up frequently 


as a possible mayoral candidate if Pros- 
pect Heights incorporates, Gilligan 
denies any aspirations for the position. 


"I wouldn't want to be mayor, but I'll 


probably be forced to do it," be said. 
"People say •yeah, you deserve if but I 
don't believe that You don't hand it to 
somebody because they deserve it" 


While he claims no political interest, 


Gilligan continues to fight for the city of 
Prospect Heights as envisioned by the 
PHIA. 


"It's not worth going through all of this 


without assuring that the people in 
office carry out the plans," he said. 
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Allergy could be 
around the corner 
The signs of hay fever are easy to spot 


these days — the watery, itchy eyes, the 
' runny nosos. 


But while your friends may be carry- 


ing around handkerchiefs, you may con- 
alder yourself one of the lucky ones. Hay- 
fever never bothers you at all. you've 
never oven had one small symptom. 


Don't bo too quick to think you've been 


saved. You may have at least one aller- 
gy and don't even know It. You may be 
one of the estimated 100 million allergic 
Americans who has a mild or unrecog- 
nized allergy symptom or who simply 
hain't encountered that special malaise 
you can call your own. 


What you are allergic to may lurk In 


another section of the country waiting to 
spoil your coming vacation; it may be a 
new chemical or pharmaceutical ready 
to be marketed. 


IIAY FEVER AND asthma rank third 


In prevalence among all chronic diseases 
and constitute the most common cause o( 
disability among school children. 


Persons with allergies cost employers 


18 million days of sick pay annually. Al- 
lergy victims spend $235 million a year 
for medicines, desensitizing Injections 
and throat sprays. Yet few people with 
allergies are getting maximum benefits 
from recent medical knowledge about 
the cause of allergies and now ways to 
identify and treat than, according to the 
Family Economics Bureau of North- 
western National Life Insurance Co. 


Allergies can be caused by dust, chem- 


ical vapors, animal hairs, smoke and pol- 
lution, feathers, spores, cosmetics, foods, 
beverages, medicines (even common as- 
pirin), fabrics, plants, metals, woods, 
plastics, soaps and detergents, enzymes, 
vaccines, Insect bites and snake venoms, 
bacteria, fungi, molds and viruses. 


For those whose allergies are serious, 


the sting of a wasp or an Injection of 
penicillin could bo fatal in minutes. For 
others, whose allergies are mild or un- 
recognized, a "sinus" headache results 
when tho real problem may bo an aller- 
gy to tobacco smoke. 


THERE IS RELIEF available. In 1B6B 


a husband-wife research team Isolated a 
substance in the blood called Immune- 
globulin E (IgE), tho body's defense 
against disease. IgE has the ability to 
recognize and neutralize germs and bac- 
teria. This reaction Is the basis of all 
immunization and tho basis of all al- 
lergies. 


When the Invader is a substance the 


body has developed an allergy too, called 
an allergen, tho Immune reaction Is al- 
tered and the annoying symptoms of al- 
lergy result. 


There are numerous forms of IgE, 


each specific for different allergens. In 
allergy victims, IgE becomes concen- 
trated in abnormal amounts in cells of 
tho nose, bronchial tubes, intestines or 
skin. On later exposures, when the aller- 
gen meets its corresponding IgE antibo- 


dy, the two combine and cause the re- 
lease of hlstamlne in sensitive tissues. 


A scries of skin prick tests can identify 


allergies. A new technique, being per- 
fected In the U. S. and Sweden, can find 
allergies by using a blood sample. The 
new technique Is expected to be widely 
available to medical centers within the 
next five years, and make the skin prick 
tests obsolete. 


THERE ARE ALSO drugs to treat al- 


lergies including adrenalin, steroids and 
antl-hlstamlnes. A new treatment for as- 
thma and related allergies, widely used 
In England, Is to inhale a powder form of 
the drug disodium chromoglycato. It 
blocks tho release of Mstamlnes without 
Interfering with the body's Immune sys- 
tem. There is disagreement about its 
clinical value, however, and because the 
drug is expensive it Is unlikely to become 
a widely-used remedy. 


Another breakthrough for allergy suf- 


ferer's came with the recent discovery 
that tiny mites are the main source of 
allergen in house dust — the most com- 
mon cause of allergy aside from ragweed 
pollen. 


If It Is Impossible to avoid the source 


of your allergy, and if treatment with 
drugs Is not effective, desensitlzation 
therapy Is the only alternative. The 
treatment consists of periodic injections 
of tho allergen with the goal of Increas- 
ing tolerance to the point where amounts 
encountered In daily life cause little or 
no reaction. Concentration of allergen In 
the injections is gradually Increased, and 
it sometimes takes years to build up 
enough tolerance.

today is clerical work — not pro- 
duction line factory work — and 
67 per cent of our work force Is 
either buying, selling or per- 
forming some service. 


The trend toward a mobile 


society is increasing 
rapidly. 


Over the past three years 100 
million persons have changed ad- 
dresses and most of the moving 
has been confined to three areas 
of the country where the jobs 
are: 
California, Florida and 


Texas. 


OTHER TRENDS: 
—There will be a greatly In- 


creased demand for people with 
amnual skills compared to aca- 
demic skills. 


—A high school education will 


not be enough to compete on to- 
morrow's job market, although 
manual skills compared to aca- 
demic subjects may not be as 
valuable as advanced training in 
some vocational skill. 


—The job market will open up 


dramatically for women. By 1980 
half of all the employes will be 
women, compared to 40 per cent 
today. In fact, the average girl in 
high school now will spend mure 
than 25 years of her remaining 
lifetime as a worker. 


Wheeling storekeepers will soon bo 


asked to display their "adult" magazines 
out of the reach of youngsters. 


Members of the youth commission are 


starting a letter campaign to make shop- 
keepers aware of the problem of young 
people leafing through such magazines. 


The commission initiated the project 


after the village board decided to aban- 
don a proposed obscenity ordinance 
which would prohibit the sale of such 
magazines to persons under 17 years of 
age. 


The trustees decided not to enact the 


ordinance because of problems that 
might result from enforcing it. Several 
noted problems in defining obscenity, 
saying the village might be overstepping 
its authority In passing the ordinance. 


IN ABANDONING the ordinance, the 


bo?rd endorsed a voluntary approach to 
the problem of adult magazines. When 
the youth commissions suggested taking 
over the program, the board whole- 
heartedly endorsed their efforts. 


The letter drafted by the youth com- 


mission asks that shopkeepers "display 
this material where it would not be ac- 
cessible stimulation to a youngster's cu- 
riosity." 


"The young mind, with its insatiable 


curiosity, eagerly devours everything 
within range," the letter states. "So not 
to preach, put out of reach." 


Commissioners are expected to follow 


up the letter with a personal visit to the 
various shops In the village which sell 
"adult" magazines.

Pro se court: 
try it here 


The "little man" whether in the 


Northwest suburbs or in the city of 
Chicago, has found a friend in Civ- 
ic Center Courtroom 1307 — and 
that friend, we feel, should be en- 
couraged to visit the suburbs. 


The "friend" is something called 


pro se court, a court room which is 
designed to help out the man or 
woman with a claim of $300 or less. 


In the past, dealing with a claim 


of this size could have been a night- 
marish experience. A lawyer — 
and we all know what lawyers gen- 
craly cost — would be necessary. 
A long, protracted wait for a day in 
court could be expected. Even 
then, there would have been little 
guarantee of satisfaction. 


However, four years ago the Illi- 


nois Supreme Court ruled that a 
pro sc court was needed. Thus, the 
bottleneck 
of 
ordinary 
Circuit 


Court sessions was reduced for the 
"little guy." 


As reported by Herald Metropoli- 


tan Affairs Editor Al Mcsscrsch- 
mldt. the court has a variety of ad- 
vantages over the normal judicial 
process: 


—No lawyer is required, as both 


parties plead their own case before 
the judge. 


—Cases start at 3 p.m., saving 


complainants 
time away 
from 


work. 


—Judge Emanuel Rissen, who 


volunteered to serve in the pro se 
court, is a compassionate negotia- 
tor who seems to have a unique 
ability to work out problems be- 
tween people. 


Although the court's located in 


Chicago's Civic Center, statistics 
show that about 20 per cent of the 
court cases (835) come from the 
s u b u r b s . These numbers are 
enough to Indicate that fie court's 
been of value to Chicagoans and 
suburbanites alike. 


It also demonstrates that the 


court meets a suburban need, and 
it makes good sense to suggest that 
the court be held on a rotating 
basis in the suburbs. 


Sessions could coincide with traf- 


fic court, for example. Judge Ris- 
sman or another Circuit Court 
judge could hold pro se court ses- 
sions on a regular schedule, per- 
haps hitting each of the major sub- 
urban courts on a once a month 
basis. 


This suggestion is not intended to 


diminish the success of pro se 
court in Chicago, as the court has 
met a very basic need — person- 
alized, humanized and speedy jus- 
tice. We hope someday it'll come to 
the suburbs, too.

WASHINGTON — In his speech two 


week* ago to the Veterans of Foreign 
Wars, President Nixon said that "appro- 
priate congressional leaders" were in- 
formed of the secret bombing of Cam- 
bodia which went on for 14 months. 


The pertinent quote from the speech 


was: "The fact of the bombing was dis- 
closed ... to appropriate congressional 
Icadcru, those In the military affairs 
committee like Eddie Hcbert." 


Nixon's version of who was told does 


not square with a Pentagon report to 
Rep. Edward F. Hcbert, D-La., the 
chairman of the House Armed Services 
Committee, and placed in the Congres- 
sional Record Aug. 2. 


The report said three senators and 


three members of the House were "ad- 
vised of these operations" although not 
"briefed on a continuing basis through- 
out the operation." 


Those cited as being advised were the 


late Sen. Richard B. Russell, D-Ga., then 
chairman of the Senate Appropriations 
C o m m i t t e e ; Sen. John C. Stennls, 
D-Mlss.. then and now the chairman of 
the Senate Armed Services •Committee, 
and the late Senate Republican Leader 
Everett M. Dtrksen. 


Those who knew In the House, accord- 


ing to the Pentagon report, were the lite 
Rep. Mendel L. Rivers, D-S.C., then 
chairman ef the House Armed Services 
Committee; Rep. Leslie C. Arends, 
R-1U., House Republican whip and rank- 
Ing Republican on the Armed Services 
Committee; and House GOP Leader Ger- 
ald R. Ford of Michigan. 


Rebert, who put the Pentagon report

marks, took no exception to the listing of 
those who knew nor to his omission from 
the prestigious lineup.

• It was In 1057 that four.men recognized 
the need for a regular outlet In' the 
Northwest suburban area for the bowler 
who was several pins above the average 
alley-crasher. There were no nearby 
leagues for the suburban men who 
thrived on'high averages and high com- 
petition. 


On May 11, 1957, a Saturday morning, 


a league was born, the Paddock Classic 
Trav""g League. 


The-league was the Inspiration primar- 


ily of four men. Al Waller, Tom Kouros 
and Ward Slewert — all proficient subur- 
ban bowlers — teamed with Bob Pad- 
dock of Paddock Publications to form 
the division. 


It became, quite quickly, the elite of 


the bowling leagues in the suburban

Rick Weaver-happy in Miami 


LAST WEEK In this space, I expressed 


the opinion that Rick Weaver was the 
best talk-sporU show host I could re- 
member in Chicago (he was around In 
the lato '60s) and lamented that in my 
mind wo haven't had another show like 
his since. 


Thinking about whatever happened to 


Weaver aroused my curiosity. With the 
assumption that the same was true of 
others In the area, he was tracked down 
at his current place of employment, 
WIOD radio In Miami, Fla. where he is 
now very successful and popular as a 
play-by-play man for the Dolphins. 


I had made certain guesses about Rick 


and wanted to find out If they were true. 
I had surmised that perhaps Chicago's 
sports scene in general might have 
seemed to carry a losing, Inferiority 
complex, that maybe Weaver had gotten 
too much heat from sensitive fans for his 
hard-hitting, controversial style, that ho 
may have been forced out of his job at 
WBBM radio, and that maybe he found 
fans In other cities more fun to be associ- 
ated with. (He also worked In San Fran- 
cisco between Chicago and Miami). 


So I gave Weaver a chance to sound off 


in criticism of Chicago — and for the 
most part he passed up the chance He 
proved me wrong on most counts, prals-

Ing Chicago fans and not even saying 
much against Chicago teams, save the 
Cubs. 


Ho must have been In a good mood or 


cUe changed, because he is remembered 
as never mincing any harsh words when 
they arc called for. 


Anyway, here's how our telephone con- 


versation went: 


Q: How would you compare Chicago's 


sports fans with those In Miami and oth- 
er placet where you've worked? 


A: "There Is no sports town better 


than Chicago. Their fans are the most 
loyal I've over vocn. Look how good their 
attendance Is In ail sports even without 
any championship teams for years. Why, 
if they over gat a winner, those fans 
would go berserk. They deserve a winner 
because of their support." 


Qi Were fans too icniltlve to criticism 


of their iports teams here? Did you 
catch much heat from Chicago fans, ath- 
letes or teams for your honest, some- 
times brutally-frank style? 


A: "On the contrary, I think the fans 


relished criticism when it was needed. 
They must have liked my show because 
for three years it was very highly-rated. 
It won the Associated Press Award for 
best radio show three straight times. 


"No, 1 didn't get that much heat. Dura- 


clicr wouldn't come on my show, but we 
weren't enemies because I played in the 
Dodgers farm system after World War II 
when he was coaching them. I just took 
after anything I thought needed taking 
after, and the fans appreciated It." 


Q: Did Chicago athletes, fans, or both 


seem to you to have losing complexes In 
many cases since the city has had no 
world champion In a major ipart in 10 
years and only two In the lail 30 years? 


A: "I would say no again. John Allyn 


has done many things to Improve the 
While Sox. The Hawks have had first- 
place teams several years in a row. The 
Bears are better and should be very In- 
teresting this year — I know from seeing 
them play that exhibition game (9-0 tic) 
against the Dolphins. I'm not that famil- 
iar with the Bulls. 


"The Cubs are the one team that hus

players are pampered, paid too muih 
and not hungry enough. I couldn't say for 
sure, but they've been folding so there's 
something wrong." 


Q: Are you happier In Miami than 


here? 


A: "Oh, yes. I've already been able to 


broadcast two Super Bowls and of course 
last year's Dolphins did something no 
other pro team has ever done. I came 
here from San Francisco (in 1971) be- 
cause I could see the Dolphins had a 
great young team. I turned down an of- 
fer from the New York Giants this year, 
which would have been more money, be- 
cause I don't want to leave my setup 
here." 


Q: Which do you enjoy doing more, 


play-by-play or a talk show? 


A: "Play-by-play. No question about It. 


That's how I got started in radio. The 
talk shows hove just been incidental be- 
cause I have the gift of gab and like to 
argue. But in play-by-play there's always 
something different happening. You nev- 
er know what will come next. And I get a 
big kick out of crowds and all the ex- 
citement of describing big plays." 


Q: Do you think Miami would tolerate 


criticism of the Dolphins, as yon say Chi- 
cago does, If the Dolphins ever started 
losing? 


A: "I think they would lose Interest 


fast. Sure, the whole state has gone cra- 
zy about the Dolphins now because they 
went 17-0 and are World Champions. But 
that would happen anywhere with a team 
like this. 


"Many Miami people are transient, 


from other states. They don't have the 
allegiance Chicago has, because there 90 
per cent of the people arc native Chica- 
goans, there all their lives. Here, you 
have to have a super attraction to get 
people away from their boats and other 
outdoor activities. This isn't the case In 
Chicago — naturally, because of the cli- 
mate. California was different from Chi- 
cago too — more like here. But if the 
Dolphins start to lose again It will be just 
like a few years ago, when they drew 25- 
30,000 a game." 


Q: Why did you leave Chicago? 
A: "The CBS network (which owns 


WBBM) started a policy here and in oth- 
er cities of dropping play-by-play sports, 
even though the Black Hawk games we 
were doing had higher ratings than any 
other program in town. They went to all 
news, and oddly enough didn't Include 
sports. I could have stayed just to do my 
dolly talk show, but I wanted to stay in 
play-by-play." 


Q: Briefly, what have you done since 


leaving? 


A: "I started two guys In the radio 


field — Brent Musberger and Richie Ash- 
burn. (Ed. note: Musberger now does 
sports nightly on TV 2 news for WBBM 
and play-by-play of Bears exhibition 
games). Ashburn Is now a broadcaster 
for the Philadelphia Phillies. 


"In San Francisco I was Sports Direc- 


tor of ABC radio and had a controversial 
show on television. I did California Seals 
hockey, a Giants pro-game show, Rai- 
ders and 49ers games, and U. of Califor- 
nia football and basketball. 


"The Dolphins offered me the Job I 


have now In 1969, but they were losers 
and the money wasn't there so I turned it 
down. Two years later, everything was 
different and when they offered again I 
accepted. I had just scon the Dolphins 
beat bleep out of the 49crs in an exhibi- 
tion game. 


"I've recorded two albums here and 


co-authored a book with Howard Coscll, 
Miracle In Miami. I started the tradition 
fans now have a waving white handker- 
chiefs when the Dolphins score. I've won 
every sportscastlng award In Florida and 
turned down that New York job." 


Now If the Bears will just win the Su- 


per Bowl, maybe Rick Weaver will come 
back.

PARIS — A favorite fable among tour- 


bts In Paris concerns the American in a 
hurry who did "the four minute Louvre." 


According to the talc told by tired trav- 


elers in sidewalk cafes, the tourist was 
clocked running the 0.62 mile from the 
front door of the Louvro, past the Venus 
do Mllo and Winged Victory of Samotli- 
race, upstairs for a glance at the Mona 
Lisa and back to the exit in 240 seconds 
flat. 


This season "the four minute Louvre" 


Is more like 40 minutes. 


My recent sprint through the museum 


took more than a half hour past those 
three masterpieces. The track was 
crowded with coveys of American, Bel-

Klan and Spanish tourists plus a mob of 
French students. 


THE LOUVRE has become one of the 


smash "in" places of Paris. 


Even on a recent week day, the entry 


hall of the cavernous museum looked like 
the 6 p.m. rush hour. 


A band of 70 or so Japanese teenagers 


wearing raincoats and cameras trooped 
down the steps to one of 13 tour buses 
clogging the street. In the other direction 
poured a busful of Dutch. Some Russians 
stood reading guide books in the doorway 
and a young American ate a sandwich on 
the steps. 


Inside, Italian tourists lined up to buy 


the three-franc (73 U.S. cents) entry tick- 
et. Sundays free. Over the din uniformed 


guides shouted "English tours here" or 
"Francab Id." 


Louvre officials said 1,383, 562 paying 


visitors entered the Louvre and its annex 
for Impressionist art, Lc Jcu de Paumc, 
In 1072. An Increase is expected this 
year, especially If the Louvre manages 
to displuy before the end of 1973 the col- 
lection of modern art masterpieces by 
the great names of the century which it 
inherited from Picasso. 


IN ADDITION to paying visitors, ap- 


proxlmately the same number of free 
visitors tour the museum for an esti- 
mated grand total of more than 4 million 
art viewers annually. 


The Louvre lovers stream In dally ex- 


cept Tuesday, when the museum is 
closed, to sec what they can of the 
Louvre's 204,500 objects. Some arc on 
tour or stored for later use, but most are 
displayed In the 188 rooms of what once 
was one of France's grandest palaces. 


How to sec even a percentage of these 


treasures is a staggering problem of lo- 
gistics for the visitor. 


F i r s t there's the "four minute 


Louvre." 


Second, a visitor can take a conducted 
l!i hour "capsule" tour that hits the 
highlights. 


THE CAPSULE TOUR stops in only 


three of the Louvre's six departments. 
The tour whizzes by Oriental and Egyp- 
tian antiquities and modern sculpture 
without stopping. 


In the Greco-Roman antiquities depart- 


ment, the guides explain the Venus de 
Mllo, the Winged Victory of Samothracc, 
the Venus of Auxerre, Hera of Samos, 
the Rampln Horseman, the frieze of the 
Panathcnaea Procession and the Room 
of the Caryatides. 


In the Art Objects department, the 


guides point out the crowns of Louis XV 
and Napoleon Bonapa-te. 


In the Painting department, the tours

four minutes to the draped sculpture of 
Hera. Then, she steered her gang toward 
Venus de MUo, swerving expertly to 
avoid a pack of French students speeding 
to the Winged Victory. 


The third system for seeing the Louvre 


is for the visitor who wants to really 
know the place from the Roman tombs 
at the front door to Napoleon's crown at 


the very end. 


Louvre art historian Catherine Belan- 


ger suggested such visitors should 
spend two hours a day for six days in 
each of the museum's six departments. 


"Stick to one subject and do not mix 


departments," she said. "And two hours 
Is the limit. After that everything begins 
to look the same."

and its mild year-round climate. 


Now more and more Americans are us- 


ing Estoril not only as a resort area to 
relax in, but as a center for touring cen- 
tral and northern Portugal. For only 
minutes away, to the north, arc pictu- 
resque small towns and castles that 
make a photographer's heart pound fas- 
ter. 


So many hotels and restaurants have 


opened along the Lisbon coast, that the 
boundaries between the famous villages 
there, such as Estoril and Cascals, have 
almost disappeared. 


THE HOTELS RANGE from excellent 


budget hotels that charge only about $5 
per person, with private bath/shower 
even in high season, to the most deluxe 
hotels where twin rates per person, even 
with breakfast and dinner, during High 
Season (March 1-Nov. 1) arc about $20 
per person. 


For those who don't wish to rent a car, 


a half hour ride on the electric train 
from Estoril to downtown Lisbon is ony 
35 cents each way, and the trains run 
constantly. 


While food prices in Estoril and Lisbon 


are the highest In Portugal, they are 
very cheap by any other standard. And 
the vegetables and fish are fresh. Full 
course dinners, with wine, can be easily 
had for under $4 per person. Wine Itself 
Is priced in pennies. 


Phoenix remembers 
-with a museum 


PHOENIX, Ariz., - Phoenix may be 


one of the nation's fastest growing cities 
but it remembers the pioneer days from 
which It rose. And the latest tourist sight 
In the Valley of the Sun emphasizes those 
frontier times. 


It's the Phoenix Museum of History, 


housed appropriately in the historic 
Ellis-Shackelford House, 1241 N. Central 
Ave., not far from the downtown area. 
Founded by the Phoenix 
Historical 


Society, the local chapter of the Arizona 
Historical Society, it features a large col- 
lection of early maps, photos, docu- 
ments, costumes, furniture and other 
memorabilia going back to the founding 
of Phoenix over a century ago. 


AT NIGHT IN the Estoril area, life 


centers around the Casino, which fea- 
tures gambling, dining, and a movie, 
(usually American, and never dubbed). 
Spread out in front of the casino Is the 
magnificently landscaped Park of Esto- 
ril. At night, when it's floodlit, it is the 
fashionable place to stroll under the 
swaying palms. While one might not 
catch a glimpse of such famous residents 
as Umberto of Italy, Don Juan of Spain, 
or Magda Lepescu of Rumania, one will 
see countless counts and movie stars. 


Yet, just yards away on the coast, the 


Portuguese fishing boats still sail. . . 


Estoril is being included on more and 


more tours of Portugal, but seeing Por- 
tugal by car is still the favorite way for 
most tourists. On the fly/drive tours of 
TAP, the Airline of Portugal, the first 
three nights are spent in Estoril.

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Dear Dr. Lamb — You have com-

The nerve cells for the vagus originate in 
the brain stem and the nerve fibers then 
are passed extensively over the entire di- 
gestive tract and other regions of the 
body. You can stimulate the nerve and 
Immediately the little cells In the wall of 
the stomach that produce acid digestive 
julco begin to pump out this material. It 
is this nerve connection that enables psy- 
chic stress, or any other form of stimu- 
lation that reaches the brain, to affect 
tho stomach's production of add pepsin 
julco.

then stimulate the stomach to pour out 
acid pepsin juice, are stressful. The sight 
of appealing food stimulates the brain. 
The Impulse Is relayed to the vagus 
nerve and then to the stomach. The 
smell of favorite food cooking is another 
Input 


Ulcer patients usually have an over- 


production of acid digestive juice from 
cells In the wall of the stomach. When- 
ever surgery Is used in such an individ- 
ual, it's common to remove part of the 
stomach, thereby eliminating part of the 
cells and to cut the vagus nerve, thereby 
eliminating the nerve stimulus to cause 
these cells to produce acid digestive 
juice. 


Tins DOES NOT mean that acid diges- 


tive juice ceases to be formed. It's just 
decreased to a much smaller amount. 
The cells In the stomach can produce 
add digestive juice on their own, but 
usually not produce excessive amounts If 
there Is no vagus stimulation. 


Much the same effects of surgery are 


achieved through various medicines. 
Probanthlne and atroplne-llke drugs all 
have the chemical effect of blocking 
nerve impulses along the vagus. Such 


medicines literally Induce "chemical sur- 
gery of the vagus nerve." 


How effective the surgery Is depends a 


lot on the individual case, whether or not 
a portion of the stomach was removed, 
how miuh and even how the vagus is 
cut, and if the fibers of the vagus nerve 
are regenerated or resume their old 
stimulatory effect. 


Finally, I would have to say in either 


medical or surgical treatment of ulcers, 
part of the success depends on changing 
living habits that may have been the ma- 
jor factor In causing the problem to start 
with. This includes eliminating the use of 
cigarettes, alcohol, excessive amounts of 
coffee and nervous or emotional tension 
or stress originating either because of oc- 
cupational or family situations. 


Many patients with ulcers cannot be 


adequately treated unless the cause of 
the psychic stress can be eliminated or 
reduced. This may mean a change In 
jobs for some people.

Well, animal .odors in cleaned carpet- 


ing can come back, especially with hu- 
mid weather. I can't guarantee that this 
will work, but the kitten granules may be 
useful. As I get it, what you do is raise 
the rug, dampen the pad slightly, then 
sprinkle on a layer of the granules. Then 
the rug is put back, slightly dampened, 
and a layer of the granules put atop it. 
This Is left for a few days and then vacu- 
umed. You have nothing to lose to try It 
in a small area or a room where the odor 
seems particularly strong. If it works, 
you're ahead. If not, you'll Just have to 
call the professionals in to check all the 
pads to see what the basic trouble may 
be.

6How can this be?' 


Three weeks in Mexico 


by KAREN THOMPSON 


"How can this be?" exclaimed Beth Ol- 


son when she first arrived in LaColonla 
and Tarajcro, small villages nestled In 
the mountains of the state of Mlchoacan 
In southern Mexico. 


Surrounded by adobe houses, with 


thatched roofs, dirt roads and donkey 
carts, she could hardly believe her eyes 
as she embarked on a three-week stay 
with two missionary nurses who have 
dedicated 20 years of their lives to help- 
Ing make life more livable in the back- 
ward village of southern Mexico. 


"At first It was a shock," said Beth, a 


part-time resident of Des Plalnes. "It 
took a while to get used to the kind of life 
they live In Mexico." 


Beth, a graduate of Maine West High 


School, met the two Engstrom sisters, 
who are missionaries, through her asso- 
ciation with the Baptist General Confer- 
ence In Evanston. She is presently assist- 
ant head nurse on the medical floor at 
Illinois Masonic Medical Center in Chi- 
cago. 


MIXING WORK with pleasure, Beth 


traveled from village to village with the 
National Christian missionaries helping 
them teach Bible School, nurse and evan- 
gelize. 


The nurses live outside the town of Za- 


capu, each in • bouse of her own, near 
the mission clinic which serves as home 
base. Thty travel by jeep or donkey wag- 
on on their rounds of the villages. 


"When the nurses were first sent to 


Mexico, their job was to tell people about 
the Lord. Since then the people have 
learned and have taken over most of the 
work at the mission. The villagers know 
that the missionaries are there to help In 
any way that they can," said the adven- 
turous young lady. 


Beth stressed that the missionaries not 


only cure physical troubles — many of 
the people are anemic — but spiritual 
woes as well. "For a person to be whole 
there must be a physical and spiritual 
union," she said. 


WHEN ASKED if she speaks Spanish, 


Beth smiled and replied "poquito," 
which means "a little" In Mexico. "They 
talk so fast and run their words togeth- 
er," she said. "I could follow them for a 
few words then I would say to myself, 
that word means ah, ah, and miss the 
rest of the sentence. 


"I enjoyed meeting the National Chris- 


tians there. Even though we didn't speak 
the same language, there was bond be- 
tween us," she added. 


Visiting the homes of the Mexican fam- 


ilies, Beth never quite developed a taate 
for Mexican food. "Spanish rice Is OK 
because it wasn't too spicy, but those 
other sauces ... We ate mostly Ameri- 
can food at the mission," she said, win- 
cing. 


Teaching Bible School one day. Beth 


was surprised to find the family of a 
prospective groom, preparing for the 
wedding. "They had just slaughtered a 
sheep and were' beheading and plucking 
• turk'iy right there at the church," she 
said. 


AND YES. they still take siestas In 


Mexican villages. Stores close from 1-4 In 
the afternoon and the main meal of the 
day Is served at 3 p.m. "They don't gear 
themselves to watching clocks," Beth 
said. "If a meeting is to begin at 7:30 
you can figure everyone may arrive by 
8:15." 


Assisting In the delivery of a baby was 


the biggest thrill of Beta's trip. The most 
frightening experience was a trip into 
town in the "undependaWe jeep." The 
fourth day of her visit, Beth and the mis- 


sionaries were traveling one of the wind- 
< 


ing dirt roads to town when the gas pedal 
on the jeep broke. 


Upon arrival at a gas station, the trio 


was met, not by a mechanic, but by a 
"friendly-looking" dog which wasted no 
time In biting Beth's hand. As she says, 
"Dogs are not pets in Mexico." 


To assuage her culture shock, before 


and after her journey into the wilds, 
- 


Beth got a look at how the other half ; 
lives in Mexico City. 


Not at all like the backward villages, 


Mexico City boasts the Mexican Folklore i 
Ballet, Floating Gardens and bull fights 
as Chicago offers the Sears Tower and t 
White Sox baseball. With all the attrac- 
• 


tlons of a metropolis, the siesta and don- 
key cart are by-gones of another era sel- 
dom seen in Mexico City. 


BETH IS AN experienced traveler. In 


fact, you might say she's a real am- 
bassador. In 1970 she traveled throughout 
Israel, Rome, London, Greece and Swit- 
zerland on a Blbleland tour. In 1971 she 
decided to go it alone without the aid of a 
tour guide, so she and a friend crossed 
the seas to Scotland, Norway, Holland, 
G e r m a n y , Austria, Switzerland and 
France. 


Twice was not enough so in 1972, Beth 


returned to Scotland for a three-week 
stay with a family of musicians known 
for their work with the Heralds, a reli- 
gious singing, touring group. 


The energetic nurse is director of the 


girl's club at an inner city church. "It's 
an opportunity to reach out to the young 
people in the neighborhood," Beth said. 


She Is also a member of the Apollo Mu- 


ifc Club which gives three concerts a 
year at Orchestra Hall And if there's 
any time left in her busy schedule, Beth 
likes to read and try her hand at craft 
project*

They arrive on their bikes, walking in 


groups or in cars chauffeured by Mom or 
Dad; they are short and tall and in vari- 
ous stages of maturity; they are shy and 
nervous or they are loose, part of a no- 
sweat world where things come easy. 


They were born 14 years ago in 1959 


and today, as they start high school as 
freshmen, they become part of the class 
of '77 — the newest generation of adoles- 
cents to go to school and walk Into young 
adulthood. 


Today is the first day for them as 


some 27,000 high school students go back 
tii school throughout the Northwest sub- 
urbs. And If you are a freshman, It is the 
same for you today as It always has been 
for every freshman who ever got lost or 
confused that first day. 


High school is an imposing and fright- 


ening place. You can see it In a fresh- 
man's eyes. 


ON ORIENTATION day when the class 


of 77 comes together for the first time to 
meet their principal and classmates, the 
kids go through the rituals of learning 
the facts of high school'life. 


Last week, Elk Grove High School 


gave its class of '77 a chance to take a 
look at the school during 'freshman ori- 
entation. The purpose was to ease the 
transition into high school, but it was 
also a chance for an observer to watch 
the unique combination of excitement 
and anxiety that belongs to a newcomer 
to secondary education. 


As a small crowd gathered before the 


program started, boys gathered around a 
map of the school and girls hovered In a 
corner, shyly eyeing the senior boys who 
had come to represent student council. 


The group became progressively lou- 


der with girls shouting and jumping up 
and down hi their excitement. After a 
pause to hear speeches from principals 
and other dignitaries, the group broke up 
to tour their new school. 


DO YOU REMEMBER how big a high 


school looks to a freshman? Do you re- 
member the endless corridors, the con- 
fusing room numbers, the crowds of un- 
familiar faces, the panic inside you when 
the size of the place struck you? It's still 
. the same. Five girls stood helplessly in 
front of room 106 and told passers-by 
they were convinced there was no room 
102, no matter what the schedule said. 


The few parents on hand seemed more 


worried than the students about some de- 
tails. "Do you know where your locker 
Is?" a mother asked her son. "I think it's 
orange," the boy said and gestured to- 


ward rows and rows of orange lockers. 


The' few seniors present shook their 


heads at the freshmen. 


"I can't believe I was ever like this," 


one said as four younger boys dashed 
past, playing tag. 


FOR MOST OF the freshmen, though, 


the loud talk and laughter covered a feel- 
Ing that if this was the beginning of 
something, it was also an end. Over in 
one corner a blonde girl stood with her 
friends, looking quiet and thoughtful. 


Earlier the girl had arrived, clutching 


her class schedule and accompanied by 
her father. The father had quickly noted 
that few parents were present and turned 
to his daughter. "Do you want me to 
leave, honey?" he said. "I think you'd be 
more comfortable if I left." 


The girl hesitated, her face showing

Phoenix request for rezoning land 
to be considered again by trustees 


by JOE FRANZ 


A request by the Phoenix Construction 


Co. for rezoning of four tracts, three 
fronting on the Buffalo Grove Golf 
Course, will be considered again tonight 
by the village board. 


Phoenix has asked the village to re- 


zone the property from single-family to 
multi-family to allow construction of 
townhouses, rental apartments and con- 
dominiums. The developer has an option 
to buy the land, but will do so only if the 
zoning is changed. 


If the zoning change is granted, the 


owners of the golf course have agreed to 
sell it to the village. Some village offi- 
cials have expressed a desire to obtain 
the course for the village and preserve it 
as open space. 


Some officials fear If the village does 


not obtain the course it will be sold to a 
private developer. Some village board 
members have sold they will consider 
changing the zoning if the village .can 
purchase the golf course. 


THE VILLAGE has been negotiating 


with Harold Friedman and the other 
owners of the golf course in an attempt 
to arrive at a price. At a recent village 
board meeting Village Pres. Gary Arm- 
strong commented, "Frankly, the golf 
course is not for sale if we (the village) 
don't reach an agreement with Phoe- 
nix."

and develop Is in a secret land trust, 


Retention lake 
construction 
to be delayed 


Some legal questions between the Met- 


ropolitan Sanitary District (MSD) and 
Buffalo Grove may delay construction of 
a retention lake on the Arlington Country 
Club golf course, according to Village 
Mgr. Daniel Larson. 


He said recently that some problems 


with legal wording have come up and 
must be resolved before construction of 
the five-acre retention lake can begin. He 
said the MSD and the village have 
agreed on the points, but now have to 
agree on wording that is satisfactory to 
both. 


The problems are minor and should not 


cause any serious delay, he nald. "The 
project Is still go," he added. 


THREE WEEKS ago the MSD ap- 


proved the plan for the $750,000 project 
and passed it on to Its legal department 
which Is now reviewing the agreement. 


In addition to the retention reservoir, 


the project also includes Installing storm 
sewen on Dundee and Buffalo Grove 
roads which lead to the reservoir. The 
project is being financed by the village, 
the MSD and the Illinois Division of Wa- 
terways. 


Construction was originally srt to be- 


gin Oct. IS, but now will probably not 
begin until Nov. l, Lanon oald. Even 
with the late start It must be completed 
by April IS because of an agreement 
signed with the country club owner. 


The reservoir, which will have a ct- 


padty for 16 million gallons of water, 
will help alleviate flooding In the White 
Pine ditch, Buffalo Creek, Wheeling 
drainage ditch and Dundee Road areas. 


making It impossible to find out the own- 
er. Jack Slegel, an attorney for Phoenix, 
said recently, however, he thinks Harold 
Friedman is the beneficiary of the trust. 


If this is the case, it explains why the 


sale of the golf course to the village by 
Friedman and his associates Is contin- 
gent on the village granting a zoning 
change to Phoenix. If Friedman Is the 
beneficiary of the trust, it could-be that 


he will not sell the golf course to the 
village if the Phoenix land sale falls 
through. 


A number of residents oppose changing 


the zoning of the property. They have 
said they would like to see it developed 
into single-family homes. Slegel, how- 
ever, said the price Phoenix is being 
asked to pay for the land Is much too 
high to make that feasible.

IT ALSO HAS been said by selling the 


land at a higher price for'multi-family 
development, 'the owners of the golf 
course will then be able to sell the course 
to the village for a price below the mar- 
ket value. Last year the owners of the 
golf course offered to sell it to the village 
for $1.1 million. The village at that time 
could not get financing for it. The 129- 
•acre, 18-hole course could be worth more 
than $3 million. 


Some residents, however, oppose a 


"deal" between the village and the de- 
veloper, saying it constitutes "bribery." 


Although village zoning maps show the 


property as single-family, there Is some 
question about the actual zoning. Village 
Atty. Richard Raysa said the village in 
the pre-annexatlon agreement which was 
approved in 1964 agreed to change the 
zoning of the three parcels around the 
golf course to multi-family. In 1968 the 
village board approved a plan to build 
1,100 multi-family units. However, 
through an oversight, the ordinances 
changing the zoning and approving the 
plan were never passed. 


Raysa said a recent court decision in 


another village held that even though or- 
dinances were never passed, the village 
was obligated to give the developer the 
zoning that was promised in the pre-an- 
nexatlon agreement. 


The fourth tract, which is north of Rt. 


83 at Busch Road was annexed in 1967 
with no plan for development. 


IF THE VILLAGE board permits the 


zoning change, it will be given a 4.8 acre 
site across from the village hall. The site 
is being considered as a possible location 
for a public works garage. The land 
would be accepted In lieu of a $55,000 
debt Friedman has owed the village for 
about two years. The land which Is esti- 
mated to be worth $96,000, is also in 
trust. 


Slegel said if the village for some rea- 


son does not purchase the golf course 
and accept the 4.8 acres, Phoenix will 
abide by its resolution which requires de- 
velopers to make cash or land donations 
to the school and park districts. 


Phoenix has already agreed to donate 


$36,000 to local school and park districts. 
However, under the resolution the devel- 
oper would be required to donate about 
$2l6,000,to the school districts alone, offi- 
cials said. 


Siegel said If the village buys the golf 


course and is given the 4.8 acres, it 
would be unreasonable to expect other 
donations. Some officials have said it Is 
wrong for Phoenix to present the situ- 
ation as if it Is donating the golf course 
and garage site to the village, when it Is 
not. 


SIEGEL, HOWEVER, said Phoenix is 


planning the development on the assump- 
tion the village will purchase the golf 
course. He said without the development, 
the village probably would not be given 
the opportunity to purchase it or could 
not afford it 


In regard to further donations, Slegel 


said. "We (Phoenix) feel the tax benefits 
from the project are such that no bard- 
ship will be put on the school and park 
districts. In fact, the tax benefits will be 
to their advantage." 


One official said if Phoenix does not 


live up to the resolution, other developers 
who have, could go to court to recover 
damages for donations they have made 
to schools and parks.

AFL-CIO boss 
George Meany 
blasts Nixon 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — AFL-CIO 


President George Meany said in a Labor 
Day radio address Monday the adminis- 
tration's economic policies have "caused 
havoc in every area of American life" 
except bank and corporate profits. 


"The nation's economic outlook Is very 


bad indeed," Meany said, "not because 
there is any basic weakness in the eco- 
nomic structure, not because of any fail- 
ure of America's ability to meet the 
needs of her people, but because of eco- 
nomic mismanagement by the adminis- 
tration." 


Meany's barrage followed statements 


Sunday in which he said Nixon would not 
be welcome at the labor organization's 
annual convention In Miami Beach next 
month, and that he would oppose Splro 
Agnew if he runs for president In 1978. 


When President Nixon took office, 


unemployment was at a 15-year low, 
there was no shortage of food or con- 
sumer goods and "the dollar was strong 
and respected throughout the world," he 
said. 


"Well, workers havq now been sub- 


jected to wage controls for more than 
two years. But wages, and wages alone, 
have been rigidly controlled. Workers, 
and workers alone, have been forced to 
sacrifice in the administration's so-called 
fight against inflation. In the past two 
years, there has been no equity, no even- 
handedness, in the control program." 


Since Nixon became President, Meany 


said, the inflation rate has almost 
doubled, "the greatest food-producing na- 
tion on earth is experiencing food short- 
ages . . . America's housing shortage 
has grown to crisis proportions," and 
budget deficits have totaled $66.8 billion. 


"So In labor's view the adminls-

tratlon's economic policies have been 
and are dangerously unbalanced and 
thoroughly bad," he said. "Except in the 
areas of bank profits and corporate prof- 
its, they have caused havoc in every 
area of American life."

has slipped backwards" in the past five 
years with regressive social and econom- 
ic policies, runaway inflation and soaring 
corporate profits and Interest rates.

Chrysler told 
health, safety 
vital in pact ; 


DETROIT (UPI) — Health and safety 


conditions in the nation's auto plants 
must be Improved so they don't fester 
and explode, United Auto Workers Wee 
President Douglas A. Fraser said Mon- 
day.Fraser met with newsmen following 4 
Labor Day bargaining session with 
Chrysler Corp., just 12 days away from a 
possible strike. He said taking care of 
the health and safety issue in the new 
contract was as much a stumbling block 
to settlement as voluntary overtime. 


White the session produced no move- 


ment by the company on voluntary over- 
time, both Fraser and UAW President 
Leonard Woodcock said "it was more 
constructive" than earlier meetings. 


Unless the UAW and Chrysler can 


agree to a pattern-setting auto industry 
contract by 11:59 p.m. Sept. 14, the 
company's 127,500 U.S. and Canadian 
auto workers may strike. Ford and Gen- 
eral Motors, which also must come to 
terms on new contracts, would be 
allowed to continue building new cars if 
Chrysler is closed. 


Poor working conditions were blamed 


in part for three recent wildcat strikes 
at Detroit-area Chrysler plants. Two of 
the disputes were started by radical 
workers in the plants. 


The union has proposed that represen- 


tatives be placed in each plant to oversee 
working conditions. It has also suggested 
that workers be allowed to strike over 
working conditions. 
Fraser said the union is not rigid on 


the specific ways the problems can be 
handled and is "willing to listen to a va.- 
rlety of approaches." 


"But we have to get it taken care of in 


1973," Fraser said. "It's very, very high 
on our priority list." 


Vow to 'wait out' Indiana convicts 


MICHIGAN CITY, Ind. (UPI) - Some 


200 convicts, believed members of organ- 
ized inmate gangs, kept three guards 
hostage last night and held control of 
three of the five cellblocks at the Indiana 
State Prison for the second day. 


Authorities vowed to wait out the priso- 


ners rather than stage an assault that 
was certain to be bloody. The authorities 
said the uprising stemmed from a gang 
fight over a bottle of homebrewed alco- 
hol. 


Convict spokesmen disputed that, say- 


Ing the root of the problem was the ig- 
noring of demands for improvements 
within the prison. 


Warden Russell Lash told newsmen 


there were two options. "One is to break 
the door down to the cellhouses and go in 
with state police and National Guard and 
have an Attica-type situation," he said, 
referring to the New York state prison 


riots Sept. 9-13,1971, in which 43 persons 
died and 80 were Injured. 


Instead, Lash said, "I think the best 


solution to the problem Is to wait." 


He said there was a good supply of 


food and water inside the prison, which 
is a maximum security facility 60 miles 
east of Chicago across the southern tip of 
Lake Michigan. 


Authorities said they would stick to 


Gov. Otis R. Bowen's position of no nego- 
tiations on 25 demands put forth by the 
prisoners until the guards are freed. 
Robert DeBord, administrative assistant 
to the governor, said he had been In 
contact Monday with the guards and they 
were In good health. 


The 25 demands included a call for 


Lash's resignation, higher pay matching 
minimum wage standards for work In 
prison Industries, ends to "blatant rac- 
ism" and a "kangaroo court system" 


and the right to subscribe to politically 
oriented publications. 


The warden said the trouble started 


when a member of the "Lake County 
Gang" sold a bottle of homemade alcohol 
to a member of the "St. Joseph's County 
Gang" and was "paid" with a fake 
carton of cigarettes "stuffed with toilet 


paper." 


As a result, one member of the St. Jo- 


seph's gang was stabbed Saturday and 
four gang members placed in solitary 
confinement Lash said the Sunday up- 
rising came after the prioners returned 
from chapel and began to demand the 
return of the four prisoners.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — College stu- 


dents from middle-Income families are 
finding It tougher than ever this year to 
o b t a i n government-subsidized tuition 
loans, another casualty of high interest 
rates and the tight money market, ad- 
ministration officials said Monday. 


The U. S. Office of Education reported 


the size and volume of student loans 
were 40 per cent lower in the four 
months ended July 30 than the average 
of any similar period since the loan pro- 
gram began seven years ago. 


One factor in the dropoff is the strict 


financial "need test" Imposed by Con- 
gress last year, which effectively dis- 
qualified students from families with an 
annual after-tax income of $10,000 to 
$15,000. 


Another major reason for the decline, 


officials said, is that banks and other 
lenders have found that government- 
guaranteed student loans at a 7 per cent 
Interest rate are far less attractive than 
other investments with much higher 
rates, even with the government subsi- 
dizing the loan rate to 8% per cent. 


total cost of a school lunch there has ri- 
sen from 69 to 82 cents, officials report- 
ed. 


Nationally, a 35-cent lunch probably 


will Increase to 40 cents this year, the 
association reported. Some school dis- 
tricts are switching to meatless dishes, 
while others are dropping hot lunch pro- 
grams altogether.

"If the winter Is colder this year, 


schools may well have to tower class- 
room temperatures, shut off certain sec- 
tions or close for part of the month," 
said Charles W. Foster, executive secre- 
tary of the Association of School Busi- 
ness Officials.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — Congress 


ends its month-long summer vacation to- 
morrow still under the shadow of Water- 
gate and facing leftover business of pres- 
idential vetoes and power battles. 


Leaders of the 93rd Congress say they 


hope to finish the first session by mid- 
October, but some members predict the 
session will stretch Into December bog- 
ged down by the issues of Impoundment, 
defense spending, tax reform and aid to 
education. 


Anticipating the legislators' return, 


President Nixon announced last night 
he'll meet with his cabinet and the Re- 
publican leadership late this week to dis- 
cuss what to lay before Congress and to 
make plans for "getting things moving." 


The Senate Foreign Relations Com- 


mittee will open hearings on Henry A. 
Kissinger's nomination, as secretary of 
state Friday. • 


The Senate Watergate 
committee, 


which has given Itself until early Decem- 
ber to wind up testimony, plans to meet 
Sept. 10 and resume hearings the week of 
Sept. 17. 


The Senate will take up a House-passed 


treasury-postal appropriations bill de- 
signed to cut off a $1 million special proj- 
ects budget for the White House and re- 
quire congressional approval before tax 
revenues could be spent, on privately 
owned presidential homes. 


President Nixon vetoed five measures 


in the first seven months. Four of them 
we're sustained aiid the House will vote 
on Sept. 12 on the fifth, an emergency 
medical services measure which the Sen- 
ate has already voted to override. 


Nixon is expected to veto the bill to 


raise the $1.60 an hour minimum wage to 
$2.20 this week. 


Ten of the 13 regular money bills to 


keep the government operating still 
await final Congressional action.

Class of '77- 
what's ahead? 


What's ahead for the class of 


•77?According to most experts, the 
freshmen who enter high school 
today will emerge at the end of 
the 70s with greater prospects for 
a job — but that the job market 
will be dramatically different 
and oriented towards service 
rather than production in- 
dustries. 


And above all, the freshmen of 


today should be prepared to join 
an increasing band of Americans 
who are basically rootless as 
they wander across the country. 


The most prominent occupation 


today is clerical work — not pro- 
duction line factory work — and 
67 per cent of our work force Is 
either buying, selling or per- 
forming some service. 


The trend toward a mobile 


society is increasing rapidly.. 
Over the past three years 100 
million persons have changed ad- 
dresses and most of the moving 
has been confined to three areas 
of the country where the jobs 
are: 
California, Florida and 


Texas. 


OTHER TRENDS: 
—There will be a greatly in- 


creased demand for people with 
amnual skills compared to aca- 
demic skills. 


—A high school education will 


not be enough to compete on to- 
morrow's job market, although 
manual skills compared to aca- 
demic subjects may not be as 
valuable as advanced training in 
some vocational skill. 


—The job market will open up 


dramatically for women. By 1980 
half of all the employes will be 
women, compared to 40 per cent 
today. In fact, the average girl in 
high school now will spend more 
than 25 years of her remaining 
lifetime as a worker.

They arrive on their bikes, walking in 


groups or In cars chauffcurcd by Mom or 
Dad; they are short and tall and In vari- 
ous stages of maturity; they are shy and 
nervous or they arc loose, part of a no- 
sweat world where things come easy. 


They were born 14 years ago In 1859 


and today, as they start high school as 
freshmen, they become part of the class 
of '77 — the newest generation of adoles- 
cents to go to school and walk Into young 
adulthood. 


Today is the first day for them as 


some 27,000 high school students go back 
to school throughout the Northwest sub- 
urbs. And If you ore a freshman, It Is the 
same for you today as It always has been 
for every freshman who ever got lost or 
contused that first day. 


High school Is an Imposing and fright- 


ening place. You can see it in a fresh- 
man's eyes. 


ON ORIENTATION day when the class 


of '77 comes together for the first time to 
meet their principal and classmates, the 
kids go through the rituals of learning 
the facts of high school life. 


Last week, Elk Grove High School 


gave Its class of '77 a chance to take a 
look at the school during freshman ori- 
entation. The purpose was to ease the 
transition Into high school, but It was 
also a chance for an observer to watch 
the unique combination of excitement 
and anxiety that belongs to a newcomer 
to secondary education. 


As a small crowd gathered before the 


program started, boys gathered around a 
map of the school and girls hovered In a 
corner, shyly eyeing the senior boys who 
had come to represent student council. 


The group became progressively lou- 


der with girls shouting and jumping up 
and down in their excitement. After a 
pause to hear speeches from principals 
and other dignitaries, the group broke up 
to tour their new school. 


DO YOU REMEMBER how big a high 


school looks to a freshman? Do you re- 
member the endless corridors, the con- 
fusing room numbers, the crowds of un- 
familiar faces, the panic inside you when 
the size of the place struck you? It's still 
the same. Five girls stood helplessly in 
front of room 106 and told passers-by 
they were convinced there was no room 
102, no matter what the schedule said. 


The few parents on hand seemed more 


worried than the students about some de- 
tails. "Do you know where your locker 
Is?" a mother asked her son. "I think It's 
orange," the boy said and gestured to- 


ward rows and rows of orange lockers. 


The few seniors present shook their 


heads at the freshmen. 


"I can't believe I was ever like this," 


one said as four younger boys dashed 
past, playing tag. 


FOR MOST OF the freshmen, though, 


the loud talk and laughter covered a feel- 
ing that if this was the beginning of 
something, it was also an end. Over In 
one corner a blonde girl stood with her 
friends, looking quiet and thoughtful. 


Earlier the girl had arrived, clutching 


her class schedule and accompanied by 
her father. The father had quickly noted 
that few parents were present and turned 
to his daughter. "Do you want me to 
leave, honey?" he said. "I think you'd be 
more comfortable if I left." 


The girl hesitated, her face showing

Council expected to grant approval 
for $1.6 million city hall tonight

Dissension over the cost and size of the 


proposed DCS Plaines city hall has been 
Ironed out and action should be taken 
tonight to approve contracts for the $1.6 
million facility. 


The oft-delayed project overcame an- 


other obstacle Friday night after several 
aldermen were convinced that remodel- 
ing the present city hall building was not 
feasible. The topic was debated during a 
building and grounds committee meeting 
which most city aldermen attended. 


The remodeling suggestion was pre- 


sented by Aid. Gerald Meyer (7th) who 
asked Aug. 20 that final action on accept- 
ing bids for the building bo delayed until 
the entire project could be more com- 
pletely studied. 


In a four page written statement, Mey- 


er noted that the present city hall could 
be remodeled and that a four story, rath- 
er than two story, police station could be 
built to provide the necessary space for 
city officials. He contended that such a 
plan could save the city as much as $1 
million. 


Several aldermen and Mayor Herbert 


Bchrcl said the remodeling concept had 
been-reviewed, but considered impracti- 
cal. 


Aid. Thomos Koplos (1st) said his ex- 


perience indicated that remodeling costs 
could bo as high as 75 per cent of the 
cost of building a new facility. 


"I am concerned about things lasting 


and remodeling usually does not pay off 
In the long run," said Aid. John Sellz 
(7th), agreeing with Koplos. 


Others noted that a variety of concepts 


had been considered while the building 
was being planned, but were dropped. 
City officials have discussed building a 
new city hall for more than five years 
and have altered .plans a number of 
times. 


"I am In agreement with Aid. Meyer 


on some points, but all of them were con- 
sidered previously and rejected and I re- 
ject them now," said Aid. Alan Abrams 
(8th) adding, "We have to face the inevi- 
table, this Is what we need.and we really 
do not have much choice." 


Much of discussion over the new city 


hall was prompted by bids opened earlier 
this month which exceeded the $1.3 to 
$1.4 million estimate for the structure. 
Some concern was voiced that if the 
planned police station, which will be built 
as the second phase of the total civic

Formation of a proposed Northwest 


suburban chapter of Citizens' Action Pro- 
gram (CAP) has been temporarily de- 
layed. 


The Chicago-based "people power" 


group recruited 200 Dos Plaines resi- 
dents during a canvass In July. Pleased 
with the response CAP sent Tobey Mai- 
llckten, an organizer, into the commu- 
nity to establish local leadership. 


Miss Malllcksen had to return to Wash- 


ington soon after she began organizing 
the chapter and no one has replaced her 
in DM Plaines. 


"The people In Des Plaines who are 


active are not holding rwnilar meetings 
at this,time," said a CAP spokesman. 
"We do have an active Evanston group 
and they (local people) have been en- 
couraged to work with them in our fight 
against utility rates." 


CAP Is opposing Commonwealth Edi- 


son's bid to increase electric bills by 12 
per cenl. 


The organization «lgned up 70 Elk 


Grove Village residents to a summer 
canvass. They also canvassed the Buf- 
falo Grove area but have not released 
figures on the cumber of people who 
joined from that suburb. 


"We will be keeping to touch with the 


people (in the Northwest suburbs) and 
encourage them to get into the utilities 
fight," the spokesman said. "Of course 
they will continue to receive our news- 
letter. 


"We have active members all over — 


members at large — even if we don't 
have active chapters to their areas. 
Meetings to the Northwest suburbs are 
not planned for the near future but they 
are a long-term goal" 


by the city council Tuesday. Mayor Her- 
bert Bchrcl said Friday that he favors 
making the payment.

However, the ef- 
forts have been continually snarled by 
numerous court battles. 


Anticipating another expensive legal 


battle, Des Plaines officials voted to pull 
out. 


All of the communities Involved con- 


tributed $1,500 to DAMP last year to pay 
for legal expenses. 


DAMP was allocated Lake Michigan 


water to 1972, but a lawsuit filed by the 
Metropolitan Sanitary District blocked 
(he allocation and now the state will 
have to hold new hearings on the matter. 


THE MAYOR has-sent a letter to all 


aldermen indicating that he favored the 
payment, but stressing that it would be 
the last. 


DAMP chairman Robert Teepe said 


the request for additional funds was 
made because the commission has run 
out of money. 


He added the funds are needed for le- 


gal fees that have been Incurred. 


"I hope that Des Plaines makes the 


payment, but I cannot guess what the 
city council might do on Tuesday," he 
said. 


Teepe explained the commission, even 


with just three communities, is a viable 
organization. 


HE SAID THAT when the DAMP proj- 


ect was first planned there would be suf- 
ficient lake water available to meet the 
needs of all communities, but with recent 
large scale development there might 
only be enough water to serve the three 
remaining member towns. 


Des Plaines already has a contract to 


purchase lake water from the City of 
Chicago. The system is supplemented by 
seven wells. 


In other action, the city council Is ex- 


pected to approve the appointment of 
City Planner Michael Richardson to the 
position of Director of Zoning and Plan- 
ning. 


center package, also exceeded the esti- 
mate the city might not be able to sell 
enough bonds to pay for It. Both build- 
ings will be built adjacent to the present 
city hall-police facility on Miner Street. 


The city council voted last January to 


finance the project through the use of 
non-referendum bonds. Under the state's 
home rule provision, the city can sell 
bonds up to an amount equal with one 
per cent of Us assessed valuation, or $3 
million for Des Plaines. 


Edward Benjamin, of the bond con- 


sulting firm of Benjamin and Lang, as- 
sured councilmen that the constantly in- 
creasing assessed valuation of the city 
would ensure enough funds to pay for the 
project. 


The city could also seek additional rev- 


enue through a referendum requiring 
voter approval. 


Behrel also noted that if necessary the 


city could find funds to pay for a portion 
of the projects from the general oper- 
ating expenses. 


"We paid for a public works building 


and a fire station that way" he added. 


Several aldermen and Behrel also dis- 


agreed over the immediate need for a 
new police station. Behrel said that the 
department has sufficient space at this 
time, but has become "piqued" because 
other city departments have their own 
buildings. 


Meyer and Aid. Carmen Sarlo dis- 


agreed. Sarlo said some police officials 
seemed cramped in their present loca- 
tion. 


"They have plenty of room, I can't 


help It If they won't move people 
around," Behrel said. 


Behrel added that the present police 


facility should serve the city adequately 
until construction can be started on the 
police station. 


Other aldermen said the police officials 


have requested that any new facility be 
separate from other city offices for se- 
curity reasons.

School superintendent has own 'shipyard

A school superintendent by day and a 


shipbuilder by night, Erwln Stevenson 
shuns- traditional forms of relaxation to 
pursue his favorite interest of building 
boats. He even has his own shipyard — 
his garage. 


Stevenson's ships won't accommodate 


any passenger weighing more than a few 
ounces, but they're not the typical mod- 
els built with kits from a local store. Ho 
builds his models virtually from scratch. 


As assistant superintendent for Elk 


Grave Township School Dlst. 59, Steven- 
son agrees wholeheartedly with the theo- 
ry that a man should have a way to "un- 
wind." Maybe that's why he can some- 
times be found In his "shipyard" at 3 
am. 


He first became Interested In his hobby 


about four year* ago, while finishing up 
work on his doctorate degree at Indiana 
University. "I'd always worked on model 
planes," he said, "but this model of a 
ship caught my eye and I've been hooked 
ever since." 


HE SOON LEARNED that he was in 


for • few problems. There was little in- 
terest In shipbuilding in the United 
States. Balsa wood and some materials 
were readily available, but plans' and de- 
tailed parts were only available In Eng- 
land, where shipbuilding Is as popular as 
model airplane building In the United 
States. 


Stevenson's first attempt, which ho re- 


fen to as "Disaster," sits unfinished on 
the mantel of his Elk Grove Village 
home. A rough model of a cabin cruiser, 
it's a far cry from the boat Stevenson Is 
just finishing up — a four-foot fishing 
trawler with an electric engine operated 
bv radio remote control. 


Stevenson has Invested a lot In time 


and money in his hobby during the last 
few yean, although he says the hobby 
doesn't have to be expensive. Including 
plans, the cost for building a four-foot 
model is about $100. Radio control mech- 
anisms, which can be interchanged from 
ship to ship, cott about $150. 


"A lot of people don't go In for the 


radio controls." said Stevenson, "and are 
content to build a 'stalk' model just to 
look at. I get twice as much pleasure 
from building a boat that not only looks, 
but runs well too." 


ITS BEEN A long time since a car has 


been able to fit into the Stevenson garage 
which has been converted into a work- 
shop. 


In the center of the garage, amid pow- 


er sawi, drills and various types of 
paints, sealerr and glues, sits Steven- 
son's latest creation, majestically sup- 
ported by two sawbones. 


The fishing trawler Is detailed down to 


the fine trim on the trawler's lifeboats. 
"I plan to name It 'Pikku Kala,'" said

Kosrow has said the park will not be a 


"community" park, but rather a sports 
complex. Residents are worried that the 
planned placement of the parking lot will 
cause persons to park on the streets re- 
sulting in parking congestion, Kosrow 
has said. 


Tennis courts will also be Installed at 


the park, but the board has not decided if 
construction will be done in one or two 


There have been some unexpected 


problems with development at Highpoint 
Park. The board spent about 190,000 
more than the referendum — approved 
figure of $122,000 for development at the 
park. The additional cost came for land- 
fill to prevent flooding and standing wa- 
ter problems. Also, trucks hauling dirt to 
the park had torn up nearby streets. The 
park district has agreed to split up to 
$5,000 in street repairs with contractors.

They uiivo on tholr bikes, walking in 


groups or In cars chauffcured by Mom or 
Dad; Iney arc short and tall and In vari- 
ous stages of maturity; they are shy and 
nervous or they arc loose, part of a no- 
sweat world where things come easy. 


They were born 14 years ago In 1959 


and today, as they start high school as 
freshmen, they become part of the class 
of '77 — the newest generation of adoles- 
cents to go to school and walk into young 
adulthood. 


Today Is the first day for them as 


some 27,000 high school students go back 
lo school throughout the Northwest sub- 
urbs. And If you arc a freshman, It Is the 
same for you today as It always has been 
for every freshman who ever got lost or 
confused that first day. 


High school Is an Imposing and fright- 


ening place. You can see It in a fresh- 
man's eyes. 


ON ORIENTATION day when the class 


of '77 comes together for the first time to 
meet their principal and classmates, the 
kids go through the rituals of learning 
the facts of high school life. 


Last week, Elk Grove High School 


gave Its class of '77 a chance to take a 
look at the school during freshman ori- 
entation. The purpose was to ease the 
transition into high school, but it was 
also a chance for an observer to watch 
the unique combination of excitement 
and anxiety that belongs to a newcomer 
to secondary education. 


As a small crowd gathered before the 


program started, boys gathered around a 
mop of the school and girls hovered In a 
corner, shyly eyeing the senior boys who 
had come to represent student council. 


The group became progressively lou- 


der with girls shouting and jumping up 
and down in their excitement. After a 
pause to hear speeches from principals 
and other dignitaries, the group broke up 
to tour their new school. 


DO YOU REMEMBER how big a high 


school looks to a freshman? Do you re- 
member the endless corridors, the con- 
fusing room numbers, the crowds of un- 
familiar faces, the panic inside you when 
the size of the place struck you? It's still 
the same. Five girls stood helplessly In 
front of room 106 and told passers-by 
they were convinced there was no room 
102, no matter what the schedule said. 


The few parents on hand seemed more 


worried than the students about some de- 
tails. "Do you know where your locker 
is?" a mother asked her son. "I think it's 
orange," the boy said and gestured to- 


ward rows and rows of orange lockers. 


The few seniors present shook their 


heads at the freshmen. 


"I can't believe I was ever like this," 


one sold as four younger boys dashed 
past, playing tag. 


FOR MOST OF the freshmen, though, 


the loud talk and laughter covered a feel- 
Ing that if this was the beginning of 
something, it was also an end. Over in 
one corner a blonde girl stood with her 
friends, looking quiet and thoughtful. 


Earlier the girl had arrived, clutching 


her class schedule and accompanied by 
her father. The father had quickly noted 
that few parents were present and turned 
to his daughter. "Do you want me to 
leave, honey?" he said. "I think you'd be 
more comfortable if I left." 


The girl hesitated, her face showing

The goal of the district should be to 


help Maryville students "acquire the 
tools they need to succeed in society" 
according to Schlickman.

School superintendent has 
own 'shipyard9 in garage 


by BOB GALLAS 


A school superintendent by day and a 


shipbuilder by night, Erwin Stevenson 
shuns traditional forms of relaxation to 
pursue his favorite interest of building 
boats. He even has his own shipyard — 
his garage. 


Stevenson's ships won't accommodate 


any passenger weighing more than a few 
ounces, but they're not the typical mod- 
els built with kit* from a local store. He 
builds nil models virtually from scratch. 


As assistant superintendent for Elk 


Grove Township School Dlst. SB, Steven- 
ion agrees wholeheartedly with the theo- 
ry that a man should have a way to "un- 
wind." Maybe that's why he can some- 
times be found in his "shipyard" at 3 
a.m. 


He first became interested In his hobby 


about four years ago, while finishing up 
work on his doctorate degree at Indiana 
University. "I'd always worked on model 


planes," he said, "but this model of a 
ship caught my eye and I've been booked 
ever since." 


HE SOON LEARNED that he was in 


for a few problems. There was little in- 
terest in shipbuilding in the United 
States. Balsa wood and some materials 
were readily available, but plans and de- 
tailed parts were only available in Eng- 
land, where shipbuilding is as popular as 
model airplane building in the United 
States. 


Stevenson's first attempt, which he re- 


fers to as "Disaster," sits unfinished on 
the mantel of his Elk Grove Village 
home. A rough model of a cabin cruiser, 
It's a far cry from the boat Stevenson is 
just finishing up — a four-foot fishing 
trawler with an electric engine operated 
' by radio remote control. 


Stevenson has invested a lot in time 


and money in his hobby during the last 
few years, although he says the bobby

chase the ISO-acre golf course "as long as 
It is preserved as open space for public 
use." Commission members said Thurs- 
day that parts of the course could be de- 
veloped with recreational facilities such 
as bike trails, tennis courts and picnic 
areas. 


A water retention basin, which could 


be used for water sports, was a "high 
priority" use cited by the commission. 
Portions of the land could also be devel- 
oped with low-density housing integrated 
with the golf course If It is "financially 
necessary to sell off any part," accord- 
ing to the recommendation. 


The golf course, north of Euclid Ave- 


nue between Wheeling and Wolf roads, 
has an estimated price tag of $10 million. 
Also to be purchased, if possible, would 
be the north 19 acres of the adjacent Rob 
Roy Driving Range. 


MAYOR ROBERT D. Teichert an- 


nounced the village's intentions to In- 
vestigate purchase of the course last 
month. He asked for the meeting with 
the park board because the park district 
is in the process of condemning the south 
19 acres of the driving range. 


Teichert estimates it will be at least 


six months before a decision on such a 
purchase will be made. He said all pos- 
sible means of funding such a project 
will be explored, including a joint ven- 
ture by the two public bodies. 


A report prepared by village planner 


Jack Seto recommends the village work 
with the River Trails Park District and 
possibly other villages and park districts 
to help preserve Rob Roy. 


The report notes that funds for local 


open space acquisition are limited.

the fine trim on the trawler's lifeboats. 
'•I plan to name It 'Pikku Kola,'" said 
Stevenson, "which is Finnish for 'Little 
Fish.'" 


The garage has started to attract the 


attention of neighborhood children, some 
of whom want to try their hands at ship- 
building. Stevenson is delighted by their 
interest. 


"Any hobby Is more fun when you can 


share your Interest with someone," said 
Stevenson, whoso nine-year-old son has 
been working on a sailboat ot his own. 
"It's an especially good pastime for fa- 
thers and sons who aren't that Interested 
In sports, but like to upend time togeth- 
er." 


Stevenson's interest In his hobby has 


grown greatly In the last year since he 
helped form the Northwest Commodores 
Club. The club, which has about 25 mem- 
bers, filled what Stevenson thought was a 
real need in the Northwest suburbs. 


"I KNEW THERE had to be others in 


the area who had the same interest In 
shipbuilding," he said. "The trouble was 
In finding them. Now when a member 
of the club runs Into a problem when 
building a boat, he can call on another 
club member who might have solved the 
problem before." 


The club's summer meetings are usu- 


ally on Sundays at local lakes. Members 
race their boats against one another and 
trade off bits of newly discovered Infor- 
mation on their hobby. 


Winter meetings -feature demonstra- 


tions on how to solve particular building 
problems and reports on what materials 
work best or combine with others well.- 


Club members are at all stages of de- 


velopment In regard to skills, according 
to Stevenson. They range from builders 
of plastic "static" ships from model kits 
to the builder of an eight-foot long tor- 
pedo boat powered by a gasoline engine. 


Is it possible that some future classes 


in Dlst. 59 may reflect the superintendent 
of curriculum's thinking? "I'd like to see 
more croft type classes taught in 
school," said Stevenson. 


"Besides teaching practical things 


such as how to work with tools and 
paints, youngsters learn the satisfaction 
that comes from creating something 
yourself," he sold. 


IT'S NOT UNUSUAL for a school ad- 


ministrator to go to night school — ex- 
cept In Stevenson's case. Last year he 
attended automotive classes to help un- 
derstand the mechanical aspects of his 
hobby. Future plans call for courses in 
electronics and spray painting. 


When finished with work on his traw- 


ler, Stevenson wants to get started on at 
least two boats at once — a steam-pow- 
ered paddle-wheeler and an electric pow- 
ered Coast Guard cutter. "With more 
than one boat In the works," said Steven- 
son, "you don't have to shut down oper- 
ations when you run Into a problem. You 
just work on the other boat for a while. 
The variety Is nice, too." 


Stevenson boosted boat building in the 


area by helping start the Commodores 


Club and may help the hobby again — by 
writing a book. 


"There's been little written on the sub- 


ject because there's a small market in 
the United States," he said. "Such a 
book would really be a help to new- 
comers because it would help them avoid 
the typical mistakes made by novice 
builders." 


STEVENSON'S HOBBY might involve 


some travel In the future. "I'd really like 
to take a trip to England this January," 
he said, "and visit the international exhi- 
bition put on there every year by model 
builders of all kinds." 


If Stevenson goes, he's not sure wheth- 


er he'll take one of his works with him. 
One thing for sure, it won't be his first 
work, "Disaster." 


"I'd get rid of It, but it reminds m> 


how far I've come in four years," he 
said It was necessary to bus the students 
said.

They arrive on their bikes, walking in 


groups or In cars chauffeured by Mom or 
Dad; they are short and tall and in vari- 
ous stages of maturity; they are shy and 
nervous or they are loose, part of a no- 
sweat world where things come easy. 


They were born 14 years ago In 1959 


and today, as they start high school as 
freshmen, they become part of the class 
"' '77 — the newest generation of adoles- 
cents to go to school and walk Into young 
adulthood. 


Today Is the first day for them as 


some 27,000 high school students go back 
to school throughout the Northwest sub- 
urbs. And If you are a freshman, it Is the 
same for you today as It always has been 
for every freshman who ever got lost or 
confused that first day. 


High school Is an Imposing and fright- 


ening place. You can see it in a fresh- 
man's eyes. 


ON ORIENTATION day when the class 


of 'T7 comes together for the first time to 
meet their principal and classmates, the 
kids go through the rituals of learning 
the facts of high school life. 


Last week, Elk Grove High School 


gave its class of '77 a chance to take a 
look at the school during freshman ori- 
entation. The purpose was to ease the 
transition Into high school, but it was 
also a chance for an observer to watch 
the unique combination of excitement 
and anxiety that belongs to a newcomer 
to secondary education. 


As a small crowd gathered before the 


program started, boys gathered around a 
map of the school and girls hovered in a 
corner, shyly eyeing the senior boys who 
had come to represent student council. 


The group became progressively lou- 


der with girls shouting and jumping up 
and down in their excitement. After a 
pause to hear speeches from principals 
and other dignitaries, the group broke up 
to tour their new school. 


DO YOU REMEMBER how big a high 


school looks to a freshman? Do you re- 
member the endless corridors, the con- 
fusing room numbers, the crowds of un- 
familiar faces, the panic Inside you when 
the size of the place struck you? It's still 
the same. Five girls stood helplessly in 
front of room 106 and told passers-by 
they were convinced there was no room 
102, no matter what the schedule said. 


The few parents on hand seemed more 


worried than the students about some de- 
tails. "Do you know where your locker 
is?" a mother asked her son. "I think it's 
orange," the boy said and gestured to- 


ward rows and rows of orange lockers. 


The few seniors present shook their 


heads at the freshmen. 


"I can't believe I was ever like this," 


one said as four younger boys dashed 
past, playing tag. 


FOR MOST OF the freshmen, though, 


the loud talk and laughter covered a feel- 
Ing that if this was the beginning of 
something, it ,was also an end. Over in 
one corner a blonde girl stood with her 
friends, looking quiet and thoughtful.

Requirement won't hold up traffic light 


A lost minute requirement by the Illi- 


nois Division of Highways that a magnet- 
ic triggering device be Included In tem- 
porary traffic control plans for the Inter- 
section of Algonquin and New Wllke 
Roads U not expected to delay work In 
that project. 


Rolling Meadows City Engineer Ed- 


ward Fletcher said he does not anticipate 
problems In starting work within two 
weeks on the temporary lights, although 
the state's requirement is expected to 
hike the cost of the project between $000 
and $1,000. 


Fletcher said Friday the state notified 


the engineer's office Thursday of the ad- 


ditional requirement after reviewing a 
joint plan by the City of Rolling Mead- 
ows and the Village of Arlington Heights 
to install the traffic lights. The plan calls 
for joint funding of the project between 
the two municipalities. The temporary 
lights have been sought by the two towns 
to reduce the number of traffic accidents 
at the intersection. 


The roads come under the jurisdiction 


of the state, which allows the state the 
right to review and revise any Improve- 
ment plans. 


A BID OF $9,200 from the Commercial 


Light Company of Chicago was the only 
one received for the project, Rolling 
Meadows City Mgr. James Watson said. 
Watson said three other bids had been 
solicited but the companies declined to 
offer bids. Newspaper notices also failed 
to produce more than the'one bidder, he 
said. 


The bid was accepted because it was 


under the maximum $10,000 cost the two 
communities agreed to share, Watson 
said. However, the additional state re- 
quirement for a magnetic signal-trigger- 
ing device to be installed underground on 
Wllke Road will increase the project 
cost 


Fletcher said he planned to contact the 


bidding company to determine the addi- 
tional cost and verify when work could 
begin on the project. The company had 
said work could begin two weeks after 
confirmation of a contract is made, Flet- 
cher said. 


Engineers have estimated the 'entire 


project would take about 10 working days 
to complete. 


The lights are expected to be in oper- 


ation for about 12 months until the exten- 
sion of New Wllke south to Golf Road is 
completed. Permanent traffic lights are 
then expected to be installed, with the 
cost of permanent lights to be shared by 
the state, Arlington Heights, and Rolling 
Meadows. 


Watson said a formal agreement be- 


tween Rolling Meadows and Arlington 
Heights to share the cost of the tempora- 
ry lights on a 50-50 basis probably will be 
signed this week. Both communities have 
passed resolutions saying they will take 
part in such a funding arrangement.

The Citizens Action Committee Against 


Flooding has recommended that Stanley 
Consultants be hired to review and, if 
necessary, modify the flood control pro- 
gram outlined lost winter by R. J. Peter- 
son & Associates. 


Stanley Consultants, a national engi- 


neering firm, has quoted a price of 
$16,000 and a completion time of 90 days 
for the second study. 


Committee Chairman Frank Palmatier 


said the recommendation to retain the 
firm would be considered by the village 
board at its next meeting Sept. 10. 


The village paid nearly $18,000 for the 


Peterson report which basically recom- 
mends the construction of retention ba- 
sins and new storm sewers in critical 
flood-prone areas throughout the village. 


INVITATIONS TO review Peterson's 


$14 million flood control program were 
sent to 11 different engineering firms af- 
ter the committee decided to postpone a 
referendum on funding the projects until 
a second study could be made.
